FOR U.S. NAVAL OFFICERS! 


Salinas Junior College was yesterday designated 
by the United States Navy as an accredited school for 
Naval Reserve training, V-1 classification, in which 


the first two years’ training for naval officers in both 


aviation. and deck engineering 
fields will be given. 

President Werner received 
notification of the decision yes- 
terday afternoon through the 
Navy Department's Bureau of 
Navigation, and: announced it 
immediately to The Battery. 
Qualified Men May 


‘Enlist Immediately , 


Under the new plan, men stu- 
dents of the college between the 
ages of 17 and 19, inclusive, may 
enlist immediately in the Navy, 
provided they meet the necessary 
qualifications, and will be 
allowed to finish their two years 
of junior college, taking a spe- 
cialized course which will pre- 
pare them for their next step in 
naval training. 

Completing the training-study 
program at Salinas Junior Col- 
lege, the enlistee will be allowed 
three choices regarding his sub- 
sequent naval activity: (1) He 
may enroll at his own expense 
in any four-year university, 
approved by the Navy, for train- 
ing officers, under the V-7 class- 
ification. At this institution he 
is expected to continue his spe- 
cial course to its completion, at 
which time, having passed it 
successfully, he may receive a 
baccalaureate degree. Upon the 
termination of this work he will 
be sent to a naval officers’ train- 
ing school for a short. period 
before being commissioned as an 
ensign in the United States Naval 
Reserve. (2) He may choose the 
V-5 plan whereby he may enter 
naval aviation training at Cor- 
pus Christi, or any similar train- 
ing field. (3) He may enlist in a 
regular branch of the Navy.

Soil Expert — 
Talks on Forests 
Vs. Sabotage 


The forest and soil study class 
of Salinas Junior College were 
audience on Friday, March 20, 
to an address by Irving F. Pearce, 
soil conservationist for the Soil 
Conservation Service at Watson- 
ville. Speaking on the topic, “Our 
Forests in War,” the speaker dis- 
closed that the danger of sabo- 
tage added to the ordinary haz- 
ards of forest fires. 

“During the war there will be 
fewer men to fight fire, and a 
shortage of equipment will make 
forest fires more hazardous,” 
affirmed Pearce, “so a state fire 
disaster plan is being encour- 
aged, which aims to provide 
practice facilities for fire fight- 
ing. Farmers and other residents 
of such districts are going to 
form fire fighting companies to 
clean up all debris for prevent- 
ing the spreading of fires.”

Navy Wants 100 
Volunteers For 
Intelligence 


A new and excellent opportu- 
nity has been afforded to men 
students of Salinas Junior Col- 
lege to serve their country in a 
vital post as seaman at the 
Twelfth Naval District Intelli- 
gence office. 

Word was received last week 
from the District. Intelligence 
Officer in San Francisco that 
there is need for approximately 
100 young men between the ages 
of 18 and 23, of exceptional char- 
acter and trustworthiness, to play 
a very important part in this 
specialized service of the Intelli- 
gence organization. 

These men will be enlisted as 
seamen, first class, in volunteer 
classification V-4, and will be 
stationed in San Francisco. They 
will receive nay of $125 per 
month, (which includes $54 base 
pay and $70.50 for allowances), 
and will have a chance of 
advancement to ratings of petty 
officers. ; 

Work of Seaman 
Detail Outlined 

The work of the seaman detail 
includes guard work, reception 
work, building maintenance, 
minor clerical work, and messen- 
ger work. Opportunities are 
afforded to the seaman to become 
acquainted with the handling of 
firearms, the basic principles of 
naval security regulations, and 
the elements of organization of 
the United States Navy Intelli- 
gence. 

In order to enlist in V-4 classi- 
fication of the Naval Reserve, a 
man must be an American citi- 
zen, must pass a stringent physi- 
cal examination, and a thorough 
investigation of character and 
background. Complete considera- 
tion of an individual case 
requires approximately 30 days. 
A man cannot enlist in the Naval 
Reserve after he has received his 
final Army physical examina- 
tion, unless the applicant’s draft 
board will grant deferment. 

Full information and applica- 
tion papers may be obtained by 
addressing a letter to Ensign S. 
E. McCaffrey, 717 Market Street, 
San Francisco, Upon receipt of 
the letter, which should contain 
a complete statement of the appli- 
cant’s qualifications, this office 
will call him in for an interview 
and physical examination.
